1 and 4, when button 1 1 is in the extended position, 
the button sits in groove 13 and has a back-most resting position defined by point 15. Because of 
the step in groove 13 provided at point 15, as long as button 1 1 is depressed by a user when at 
point 15, button 1 1 cannot be moved backward with respect to housing 10. 

4 is released from being depressed by a 
user, button 1 1 pops-up and then may be slid backward into the position shown in FIGS. 2 and 3.
